1. The present invention is directed to the following: 
" (Claim 1) 

A dye composition for hair which comprises a mixture of a first 
composition containing an alkali agent and a second composition 
containing an oxidizing agent, said dye composition comprising 
the following components (A) to (E) : 

(A) an organic solvent having a partition coefficient 
(octanol-water) (log P) at 25°C of 0.3-6 and a molecular weight 
of 200 or less, 

(B) polyoxyalkylene compound 

(C) water 

(D) an alkali agent, and 

(E) an oxidizing agent, 
and has a pH of 7.5-12. 

However, since the present invention lacks novelty and 
inventive step, it cannot be patented under Japanese patent law 
Provision 29(l)-(iii) or 29 bis .

(1) Reference 1 (Japanese patent application laid-open No. 
11-263790) 



NOTICE 

This document was published on September 28, 1999, which 
recites the following constituents: 

(A) As an organic solvent that dissolves compounds not easily 
soluble in water, diethyleneglycol monoethylether, 
diethyleneglycol monomethylether, benzyl alcohol, 
phenoxyethanol, etc. were described. Specifically, benzyl 
alcohol is recited in Example 1. 

(B) Example 1 recites polyethylene glycol having 6 mol of 
ethylene oxide. 

(C) Example 1 recites a deionized water. 

(D) As an alkalizing agent, ammonia water, alkali carbonate 
salt, alkanolamine, etc are recited. Specifically, in Example 
1, aqueous ammonia solution containing 20% of NH 3 . 

(E) As an oxidizing agent, hydrogen peroxide, urea hydrogen 
peroxide, perborate, persulfate, etc. are recited. 
Specifically, ammonium persulfate is described in Example 1. 
In addition, Example 1 recites a mixture of a dye composition 
containing aqueous ammonium solution that contains 20% of NH 3 
and oxidizing composition containing ammonium persulfate, the 
mixture exhibiting a pH of 9.7. 

(2) Reference 2 (Japanese patent application laid-open No. 
10-53970) 

This reference relates to a dyeing agent that was made public 
on February 24, 1998. This reference recites the following 
constituents : 

(A) As a carrier having an octanol-water-partition coefficient 
of 0.3-3.0, benzyloxyethanol, 2-benzyloxyethanol, 
2-phenoxyethanol, etc. are described. 

(B) As a solvent, water is described. 

3. Comparison of the present invention with the references 
1) The invention of claim 1 

As mentioned above, Reference 1 recites combination of (A) 
+ (B) + (C) + (D) + (E), which combination corresponds to that 
of the present invention. Specifically, Example 1 clearly shows 
that a mixture of a dye composition containing an aqueous ammonium 
solution that contains benzyl alcohol, polyethylene glycol with

ethyleneoxide (6 ml), deionized water, and 20% NH 3 aqueous 
solution, and an oxidizing composition containing ammonium 
persulfate exhibits a pH of 9.7. 

Accordingly, the invention of claim 1 is the invention as 
disclosed in Reference 1. 

Further, it should also be noted that in Reference 2, the 
combination (A) + (C) is described. Notably, (A) describes that 
in conventional prior art, dyeing ability of an acid dye can 
be enhanced by the addition of a carrier or penetration promoter 
such as benzyl alcohol or 2-benzyloxyethanol, but at the same 
time, the degree of dyeing the skin can also be enhanced by the 
addition. 

In other words, it is considered that benzyl alcohol, 
2-benzyloxyethanol, etc. contained in the dyeing agent 
contributes to the effect of transferring the dyeing agent to 
the hair. This means that the purpose of using benzyl alcohol, 
2-benzyloxyethanol etc is common with purpose of using the (A) 
in the present invention. 

Furthermore, noting that Reference 2 describes that a known, 
ordinary additives are usable, a person skilled in the art would 
readily use the dye composition and oxidizing composition 
described in Reference 1 as such additives . Briefly, an artisan 
would readily think of the present invention of claim 1 by the 
combined teaching of References 1 and 2. 

4 . As mentioned in detail, we believe that the invention of claim 
1 cannot be granted under the Japanese patent law provision 
29(l)-(iii) or 29 bis . 
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
